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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Arguments were fully considered but are not found 
persuasive as prior art teaches the control of insects on human and animals by the combination of the same compounds. Arguments 
regarding the "insects" and "acarids" were considered in detail. Note, that claims are directed to both insects and acarids. Rejection is 
maintained over Dorn et al., US Patent 6,232,328). The specification discloses the synergistic effect of the combination of a pyrethroid 
(premethrin) and a chloronicotinyl insecticide (imidazloprid) and pyreththroid (premethrin). Claims are generic and are broader than the 
example disclosed. Note, that prior art teaches the combination of both the said compounds, See lines 50-55 in col. 17; See premethrin in 
line 5, col. 17; see imidacloprid in all the examples, see especially lines 9-1 1 in col. 23. See also lines 10-16 in col. 1. 
Court has decided that a single species is seldom, if ever, sufficient to support a generic claim. In re Shokal, 242 F.2d 771 , 1 13 USPQ 
283, 285 (C.C.P.A. 1957), See also In re Grimme, 274 F. 2d 949, 124 USPQ 499, 501 (C.C.P.A 1960). Objective of nonobviousness must 
be commensurate in scope with the scope of the claims. In re Tiffin, 171 USPQ 294. A showing limited to a single species can hardly be 
considered probative of invention's nonobviousness in view of breadth of the claims. AMendments are entered. . 
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
